 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 13 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 14

 (A) A PERSON MAY NOT OPERATE A VESSEL ON KNAPPS NARROWS IN 17 

TALBOT COUNTY AT A SPEED IN EXCESS OF THE SLOWEST SPEED NECESSARY 18 

TO MAINTAIN STEERAGE UNDER PREVAILING WIND AND WATER CURRENT 19 

CONDITIONS. 20 

 

 (B) THE DEPARTMENT SHALL DEVELOP AN INFORMATIONAL PROGRAM 21 

TO ASSIST VESSEL OPERATORS IN COMPLYING WITH THE SPEED LIMIT IMPOSED 22 

BY THIS SECTION, INCLUDING A PHASE–IN PERIOD FOR ENFORCEMENT. 23 
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 (C) A PERSON WHO VIOLATES ANY PROVISION IN THIS SECTION IS 1 

GUILTY OF A MISDEMEANOR AND ON CONVICTION IS SUBJECT TO A FINE NOT 2 

EXCEEDING: 3 

 

  (1) FOR THE FIRST OFFENSE, $500; AND 4 

 

  (2) FOR THE SECOND OFFENSE, $1,000 OR IMPRISONMENT NOT 5 

EXCEEDING 30 DAYS OR BOTH. 6 

 
 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 7
